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Report examines faculty workload :

Dr. Otto Butz introduced a 13-page 
study and interpretation of current fac- 
ulty workloads at Sacramento State Col- 
lege to the Academic Senate Wednesday 
afternoon. Although the report generaily 
indicated that ‘‘we are clean,’’ it did not 
reveal if any bootlegging techniques were 
being practiced by individual instructors 


or departments. 


The Senate vcted to accept the report 
after William Neuman, chairman, ruled 
that the lengthy document must be in the 
senate members’ hands for two days be- 
fore any action would be appropriate. An 
amendment, however, was accepted which 
would initiate a department-by-depart- 
ment breakdown of workloads and show 
the number of ‘‘contact hours "’ in grad- 
uate and undergraduate studies. 


The report showed a current total 
faculty workload at SSC of 15.2 units. 
these units were broken down as follows: 
total instructional workload, 12.2 units; 
instruction, 11.0 units; instructional ad- 
ministration and coordination, .7 units; 
research and program development, oo 
units; student advising, committee work, 
instructional services and extra-curricul- 
ar responsibilities, 3.0 units. 


The report also said that the typical 
SSC professor works a minimum of 45 
hours weekly, distributed as follows: 11 
hours of teaching; 22 hours of preparation; 
3 hours of research; 3 hours of advis- 
ing; 3 hours of committee work; and 3 
hours of coordination, program pianning 
and public service. 


The average faculty unit workload, the 
report said, is approximately the same 
as at ‘‘comparable institutions” through- 
out the United States. 


Steve Whitmore, ASSSC president, took 
issue on the report by saying,‘“The fac- 
ulty are defending their own position,”’ 
and the 1] units per instructor is not in- 
classroom time. 


The senate members also experienced 
some difficulty with the ambiguous -or~- 
mulae used to compute work loads, One 
member said he put in 120 hours each 
semester on fieid trips with his students 
but that this time did not count towerds 
his work ioad, 


Butz agreed that the issue is so com- 
plex that ‘‘we could write a book,’’ Even 
the Coordinating Council of Higher Edu- 
cation, said one senate member, can’t 
come up with a standard way of deter- 
mining the number of units an instruc~- 
tor is teaching.

Part of the difficulty is deciding what 
criterion to use in evaluating work loads. 
Should it be ‘‘contact hours’’, “‘studeni 
contact hours’’, ‘‘class contact hours’’, 
or “weighted units?’’ 


Neuman said there is ‘‘noone-sentence 
solution’? to making teachers totally pro- 
ductive and totally efficient. 


Butz said the purpose of the report 
was to take an “‘internal inventory’ of 
the work loads at SSC, He repeated that 
the report was begun in August, before 
the Auditor General’s report or the As- 
sembly Legislative Audit Committee con- 
cern, 


He said the report is more timely 
now in view of the current enrollment 
crisis, Butz replied to one senate mem- 
ber’s charge that the college should stop 
eur defensive tactics of shoving numbers 
around and playing the ‘‘numbers game’’ 


just to satisfy the public. 


“The people,’’ Butz asserted, ‘‘led by 
politicians, want to know what is going 
on and they control our purse strings.” 


He indicated a public relations role was 
necessary if the public is going to have 
faith in the state college system. He 
said the colleges just can’t say, ‘“Buzz 
off, we’re busy people.”’ 


In related action Thursday morning, 
Butz reiterated his point that the report 
is “a basic over-view” although there 
was more to the story. He reported that 
other explanations are currently under- 
way in ‘‘our continuing search for new 
and more efficient arrangements.” 


One reporter asked if it were true 
that there are 89 professors currently 
at SSC that are not teaching classes, 
Butz replied,‘‘yes.’’ But, he emphasized, 


that answer is misleading. Many aspects 
must be taken into account, including 
program development, research, prepar- 
ation, administrative duties and responsi- 
bilities, he stressed. ““; 


Then Butz revealed a plan to enable 
“bright, self-motivating’’ students to es- 
cape the structured 124 unit graduation re- 
quirement currently in effect. These stu- 
dents woul be selected through careful 
entrance examinations and aliowed to pro- 
gress at their own speed. When they felt 
they were ready to graduate, they would 
take a written examination and an oral 
examination. If this program were done 
properly, Butz said, it would not affect 
the accreditation of the college. 


Another possibility, Butz said, would 
be to use television to reach a class with 
a large enrollment. He suggested that 
after the televised lecture, smal! groups 
of students couid then get together with 
a professor and discuss the material. 


Student Senate charged with 


malfeasance by Stidham

Jim G. Stidham, the ASSSC elections 
coordinator, has charged the Student Sen - 
ate with malfeasance in its job of repre- 
senting the students of Sacramento State 
College. 


He asserted that the individual senators 
were representing their own opinions 
rather than that of their constituents, that 
only 10 or 11 out of the 15 senators show 
up at senate meetings, and ‘*... when they 
do decide to attend, they don’t know 
enough about the issues to vote anyway.’ 
He went on to point out that students 
often don’t know what is going on or 


even who their representatives are. 


Stidham declared that the present elec- 
tion system was such that the senator who 
is representing the education department 
won by one vote. This vote, which was the 
only vote cast, was cast by mistake since 
the voter (now presently senator) was an 
English major. 


To alter this situation, Stidham is now 
proposing that each department handle its 
own election of a representative, that the 
senator so elected be required to write a 
report on what is going on in the Student 
Senate and that he state how he voted and 
why. This report will be available at the 
department office to anyone interested, 
It is thus hoped that ‘‘... people wil! have 


some idea what the hell’s going on.’ 


Jim Stidham has already tried to get 
his proposal before the Student Senate, 
but so far without success. The first 
time he tried, he was put on the agenda, 
but time ran out before the Senate got to 
it. The second time he was put on the 

there was no quorum for the 
first half hour. Thus again, time ran 
out before the matter came up. He says 
that he will make another attempt assuming 
“the 15 Senators have the initiative to show 
up at the senate meeting... ”’ 


Failing that, Stidham says that he is 
ready to see a constitutional amendment 
by petitioning the students.

White intellectuals 
and Black Studies

When I left Sacramento, California on the rainy morning of Wed- 
nesday, October 15, 1969, by air for Montreal, Canada to attend the 
twelfth annual meeting of the African Studies Association (ASA), 
I must admit that I was more preoccupied with academic honours I 
hoped the ASA was going to bestow on me than with questions about 
the fundamental objectives and structure of ASA. For one thing, I 
expected to be elected to the Association’s College of Fellows, And 
I was, I even believed strongly when in the air, that I had as good a 
chance as any to bring home the coveted African Unity Prize, for the 
best manuscript (as adjudged by the directors of the ASA and the 
editors of The Northwestern University Press) dealing with problems 
of national integration in Africa, No one as far as | am aware was 
awarded any prize. In a general sense then, I expected this year’s 
meeting to be little different from the previous meetings with their an- 
nual dinners, cocktail parties, papers, job offers, re-unions, etc. 
This turned out to be gvoss wishful thinking. 

Before discussing what happened at the ‘‘meeting’’ held from Oct. 
15 to Oct, 18 at the plush Queen Elizabeth Hotel in Montreal, let me in- 
troduce the ASA to those of you who may not have even heard of it. 
The ASA is an influential organization founded in 1957 in New York 
City by American scholars (including late Melville Herskovits) en- 
gaged in teaching and research about Africa, From the original small 
group of founding fellows (fathers?) membership, now drawn from 
most countries of the world in almost all the categories, has continued 
to grow year by year until by Sept. 30, 1968 there were 687 fellows, 
513 associates, 335 student associates, 6 corresponding members, 
30 exchange members, 6 sustaining members, and 485 institutional 
members, for a grand total of 2062, according to the Association sec- 
retary’s report in ‘‘African Studies Bulletin,’’ Apr. 1969. Yearly 
membership dues range from $8 to $1,000 depending on member ship 
category. 

The ASA publishes the ‘African Studies Bulletin,’’ (available at 
the SSC Library), In addition to fostering teaching and research, the 
association helps to improve American and library and archival re- 
sources on Africa, and its Fellows assist the Africa programs of other 
Organizations both government and private in a variety of ways. The 
objectives of the ASA thus stated are obviously harmiess, in fact 
helpful. As Gwendolen Carter, director of the African Studies Program. 
Northwestern University puts it in ‘‘Africa Report,’’ Jan, 1968, p. 61, 
‘We are trying to understand the unique in African culture and society 
so that we may be in a position, along with our colleagues in \frica, 
Europe, and other parts of the world, to contribute seriously to under- 
standing Africa’s past and present,’’ 

What are the realities as opposed to the ostensible raison d’etre? 
At the eleventh annual meeting of the ASA in Los Angeles Oct, 1968, 
a Black Caucus was formed largely at the instance of an African pro- 
fessor and others to deal with the phenomenon of ‘‘institutional racism’’ 
in African Studies in the U.S, in particular, Institutional racism, like 
neo-imperialism or neo-colonialism, involves the complex of arrange- 
ments whereby a racially suppressed or colonized group (in this case 
blacks) is kept in a position of disadvantage, economically, socially, 
politically, etc., even when overt racism or colonialism no longer 
exist. 

At the 11th conference, the Black Caucus (which at subsequent 
meetings in New York Dec, 1968, and Washington D.C. June 1969 
became African Heritage Studies Association) charged the Board of 
Directors of ASA with pursuing policies detrimental to black popuiations. 
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The three meetings of the Black Caucus before Montreal were con- 
cerned with the fact that black scholars and students were not involved 
in ASA decision-making processes, The necessity for control (complete 
or significant) of ASA decisions by Africans/Afro-Americans stems 
from the fact that the ‘senior scholars’’~-Board of Directors can 
be found a. either directors of, or consultants to, the African-American 
Institute, the Ford Foundation,  .S. State Department, Agency for 
International Development, and the U.S, Information Agency, These 
are the institutions and agencies that have the financial resources to 
support the projects and individuals identified and recommended by 
ASA’s directors in their role as members of ASA and other organiza- 
tions such as the International Studies Association (ISA), The power 
wielded by the directors as scholars in this instance cannot be over 
emphasized, 

The Black Caucus considers the ‘‘senior scholars’ as busily en- 
gaged in subverting the demands by blacks interested in having a more 
decisive role in the study and affairs of black societies, using the char- 
acteristic weapon of strategic co-optation. The Black Caucus further 
contends that the white ‘Africanist E stablishment’’ verbally encourages 
more black participation but in reality retains all of the paternalistic 
features of institutional racism which made the Black Caucus a must. 
If the power structure is allowed to remain in its present form, one 
can expect little of significance resulting from tokenblack participation 
in policy roles, the linking of African studies with Black Studies, or 
funding of black research institutes. The power structure must be 
drastically changed and without delay to prevent the co-optation of 
blacks least likely to re-orient policy in a direction helpful to blacks, 
The Black Caucus conceded that the strategy used to check meaningful 
black participation in the ASA is also applied to white scholars and 
students (the so-called white radicals) who lack access to the power 
structure, 

Against this background the following demands, among others, were 
presented by the Black Caucus to the ASA in Los Angeles: 

(1) It called on ASA to ‘‘direct its energies toward rendering 
itself more relevant and competent to dea! with the challenging 
times and conditions of black people in Africa, in the United 
States and in the whole black world’’, 

(2) In moving towards this objective, it charged the ASA ‘‘with 
taking steps necessary to immediately broaden black partici- 
pation in all phases of the Associations’s operations’. It 
noted that at present ‘‘only one black person is holding a 
policy-making position in the Association dealing with pre- 
dominantly black countries and societies. Too few of the 
program chairmen and participants are drawn from black 
scholars, and in general the ASA reflects the ‘‘white caste’’ 
and is identified with a white posture, etc, 

(3) While the ASA is not the first organization of this nature in 
the U.S,., it is the largest and most influential, ‘‘There are 
some black associate members and fellows, but the organi- 
zation is essentially a white organization’’ itemphasized, (The 
Board of ASA accepted and instituted immediately, it should 
be pointed out, the demand by Black Caucus—for a committee 
in teaching about Africa and for an Afro-American Committee), 
by Jan, 1969 there was no indication that the ASA was moving 
toward meeting the major demands of the Black Caucus, 

The Black Caucus was shocked to learn that at the annual meeting 
of directors of African Studies Programs in the U.S, in Florida in 
early spring, after a lengthy discussion, they concluded that ‘‘Afro- 
American Studies has no relevancy for African Studies’’, For the 
Black Caucus, African Studies and Afro-American Studies are in- 
separable, To separate them is to commit an unforgivable historical 
blunder, The Black Caucus also felt it an affront that despite the fact 
that the next (1970) annual meeting of ASA will be heid at Southern Uni- 
versity in New Orleans, a predominantly black university, the current 
secretary of ASA chose a white faculty member to serve as ASA liaison, 
The program chairman will also be a white Africanist. A detailed 
discussion of the problems facing the Black Caucus is to be found in 
the Policy Paper No. 1 of the 1969 Washington Task Force on African 
Affairs, By Oct, 15 when the ASA meeting opened in Montreal the basic 
demands of the Black Caucus still remained to be met. There was a 
new factor, In Montreal! the Black Caucus learned of what was des- 
eribed as the persecution of black residents, mostly West Indians, 
by Canadian authorities, Some West Indian students at Sir George 
Williams University were serving heavy jail sentences for allegedly 
blowing up a computer costing m‘llions of dollars, For many of the 
students, the computer symbolized white imperialism and neo- 
colonialism. 

The Black Caucus called anemergency meeting on Wednesday, Oct, 15 
in one of the suites at the Hiltonat about 10 p.m, Discussions continued 
until about 3 a.m. Thursday. Many of the blacks attending the ASA 
meeting attended. Here the demands present in Los Angeles were re- 
called, discussed, voted upon, and adopted. This time the demands 
were considered non-negotiable, Under pressure from ‘he West Indian 
groups in Canada, it was agreed that it was insulting for the ASA to 
convene at Montreal, a city in which black students were serving 
prison sentences for fighting a rotten neo-coloniaiist system without 
ASA doing anything to help the incarcerated students. 

It was generally decided that it was time to protest once and for 
all the twelve year old ASA’s work as **fundamentally invalid and il- 
legitimate’, Calling for equal black representation (thus a board of 
directors of 12 should consist of 6 whites and 6 blacks) in the associa- 
tion the caucus declared that ‘‘African peoples will no longer permit 
our people to be raped culturally, economically, politically, and intel- 
lectually merely to provide European/white American scholars with in- 
tellectual status symbols of African artifacts hanging in their living 
rooms and irrelevant and injurious lectures for their classrooms’’, 
In keeping with this declaration, the caucus threatened that unless the 
displays of African tribal masks, etc. were removed immediately, the 
caucus would not be held responsible if anything happened to the cultural 
exhibits, They were duly removed, 

The first confrontation came Thursday (Oct, 16) morning when a group 
headed by John H, Clark, a Hunter College instructor, and director of 
the Black Caucus, and appointed by the Black Caucus to present their 
demands at the opening plenary session, presented a speech by M. 
Gabriel d’Arboussier, Senegalese Ambassador to West Germany. 
Clark then read the demands and asked the whites to leave and consider 
them, Their decision was expected by 1 p.m, (Thursday) at a joint

meeting of the two groups. Since nobody except the Black Caucus knew 
about the disruptions which had been planned, there was general confusion 
and pandemonium, many finding it difficult to believe their own senses, 

In the afternoon about 4 p.m, the caucus met again, The Board had 
decided to appoint three blacks as directors. This show of paternalism 
inflamed many of the blacks for the caucus had asked for equa! repre- 
sermtation, M, d’Arboussier addressed the caucus and indicated his 
full support for its cause, The fact that two prominent Africans attend- 
ing, Robert Gardiner, a Ghanaian, director of the U.N, Economic Com- 
mission for Africa, andthe Ambassador for Senegal absented themselves 
from the conference’s regular business, helped to strengthen the position 
adopted by the Caucus, 

\ series of demonstrations by black students and scholars continually 
disrupted the four day conference. Scheduled film shows, seminars, 
discussions, etc, were disrupted by bands blacks who moved from 
room to room to make sure that nothing was held so that they could 
present their own demands for greater black participation, I think the 
only meeting which continued with little interference was the seminar 
on the Nigeria-Biafra war, The Caucus rmeanwhile printed and dis- 
tributed its own legitimate program of activities—entitled the African 
Afro-American Dialogue, a list of 10 panel discussions covering Afri- 
ean Afro-American Dialogue; Sociology/Politics; Literature; Political 
Ideology /National Culture; Black Studies in America; Kikuyn Studies; 
Anthropology; Arts; Music; South Africa: Contemporary Society; and 
Arts; Theatre, Virtually all the panelists and chairmen were black 
Americans, North Africans, or Sub-Saharan Africans, 

The Black Caucus contended that the ‘‘ideological framework’ of 
the association perpetuated ‘‘neo-colonialism’’ and some members of 
the caucus insisted that only black Africans or persons of African 
descent could give the proper perspective in African Studies, 

Before the association and the caucus agreed at the last day of the 
meeting (Saturday) to set up a 30-member interim board, half black and 
half white to ‘‘look forward to the restructuring’’ of the permanent 
board of directors and to recommend changes in ‘‘accents and direction’’ 
of the group, some dismayed white scholars attempted unsuccessfully 
to split the black group into opposing and warring camps, Those whites 
held that the Afro-Americans, possibly black panther members, were 
responsible for the disruption and that Africans were completely inno- 
cent, One prominent political science professor in a major American 
university approached me and said, ‘‘What do you think of this?’”” Why 
do you allow \fro-Americans to speak for you’? Organize a counter- 
protest to show them that Africans can take care of themselves,”’ 
I pointed out to him that the leadership of the caucus was made up of 
both African and Afro-American scholars and that in fact, two African 
professors were primarily responsible tor the emergence of the caucus, 
It must be pointed out that a white radical caucus was formed to support 
the black caucus and this group agreed to om their demands which were 
supported by a publication ‘‘African S America: The E 
Family; A Tribal Analysis of U.S, Airtondcta: Who They Are; Why 
to Fight Them.’’ African Research group, Cambridge, Mass. 

In conclusion I must say something about this publication which 
sold very well at the conference, Tic introduction summarizes the 
concern of the research group, ‘‘African Studies in the United States 
is a child of the Americar Empire. It was developed to meet the needs 
of ever-expanding U.S, corporate and governmental penetration in 
Africa. Its complex international network of specialized university 
centers, research institutes, and para-governmental, para-university 
organizations represents a clear and present danger to legitimate Afri- 
can aspirations for freedom. justice and revolutionary change,’’ Kath- 
leen Gough, 4 noted anthropologist, has shown a similar concern and 
has strongly suggested in a recent article that social scientists could 
help developing non-Western nations better by doing their studies 
‘‘without the assumption that counter-revolution, and not revolution, is 
the best answer, and with the ultimate economic and spiritual welfare 
of our informants and of the international community, before us rather 
than the short-run military or industrial profits of Western nations’’. 
She concludes.,.‘‘Perhaps what I am asking is not possible any more in 
America,’’ This is the rub,

The 170,000-member Calif- 
ornia Teachers Association (CTA) 
will decide Nov. 7-8 whether it 
will spearhead a constitutional in- 
itiative to shift 50 per cent of 
public school financial support to 
state non-property taxes. 

The decision will be made at 
the semi-annual meeting of the 
457-member State Council of Ed- 
ucation, CTA’s policy-making 
body, at the Biltmore Hotel, Los 
Angeles. 

The question on whether to 
spearhead the initiative drive and 
the details of proposed amend- 
ments of Section 6, Article IX 
of the State Constitution are ex- 
pected to be brought before the 
Council by CTA’s Financing Pub- 
lic Education Committee. 

Local CTA chapters are now 
‘‘feeling the pulse’’ of their mem- 
bership to see if the teachers 
are willing to circulate petitions 
for an election in 1970 and wil- 
ling to finance the campaign. 

Among major points of the pro- 
posed initiative are: 

—Restores the 1953 concept 
of 50-50 state and local support 
of public schools, with an increase 
of $500 to $550 million in sup- 
port by the state the first year 
the amendments are in effect, if 
they pass. 

—P rovides for continuing year- 
ly increases of $100 to $150 mil- 
lion in support, depending on stu- 
dent enrollment and inf'ation. 

Shifts the local property tax 
to the broader base of the state 
non-property taxes. ‘State parti- 
cipation in financing the schools 
has now dipped to 35 per cent, 
from 47.5 per cent 15 years ago.) 

—Permits the Legislature to 
appropriate funds beyond original 
budget for new or innovative edu- 
cational programs after major 
school bill has become law, and 
requires 50-50 state and local 
sharing of the cost of state-man-

—Provides minimum guaran- 
teed state support level to all 
school districts. 

Jack D. Rees, CTA executive 
secretary, said that the initiative 
proposal is the most significant 
one in the 106-year history of 
the association. 

“The proposal, if successful, 
would put an end to the use of 
school finance as an annua) pol- 
itical footbail in Sacramento,’’ he 
declared. ‘Responsible leaders of 
the Democratic and Republican 
parties have called for years fora 
fifty-fifty sharing of public school 
costs between the local property 
taxpayer and the state. The pro- 
posed initiative would provide for 
just that. Kt could also guarantee 
meaningful property tax reduction 
for millions of Californians who 
fully merit it.’’ 

CTA’s policy on teacher 
strikes, which some members have 
charged is ambiguous, may also 
come up for discussion and action 
by the Council. The CTA Salary 
Schedules and Trends Committee 
has announced it will propose that 
the association condone the with- 
holding of services (strikes) when 
provocations are determined to be 
of adequate justification, 

Last year, CTA modified its 
no-strike policy to permit the 
assistance of state staff members

Vince Lombardi, ‘‘Mr. Football 
of the 60’s’’, has eulogized football 
this way, ‘‘Football is not just a 
game but a way of life. It’sa game 
of courage, stai. na and coordin- 
ated efficiency of sacrifice, dedi- 
cation, self-denial] and love.’’ This 
statement has become football here 
at Sac State. Contrary to what 
some might think the people who 
best exemplify this on the Hornet 
squad are the third stringers or, 
more commonly called, ‘‘the 
bench warmers.’’ 


First let us look at the situ- 
ation at State, Coach Clemons 
suits approximately sixty players 
for home games. Yet on the dates 
the Hornets go on the road forty 
players is the limit.

The only difference is, 
come game day, when the team 
plays on an opponent's field you 
Stay at home. With the hours of 
unrewarded practice and team 
meetings football becomes more 
than a game, it becomes ‘‘a way 
of life.’’ 


Lombardi speaks of courage. 
Yet to the third team at Sac it is 
more than talk. Courage is walking 
on that practice field for two plus 
hours knowing that, come Saturday, 
you'll just be another spectator.

Austin defends 
commentary 


Editor, the Hornet: 

I am quite glad that Mr. Dick 
Vickers has seen fit to reply to 
my commentary, ‘‘A Conservative 
View of Revolution.” In his letter 
he makes three points: (1) my 
article was “really bad,’’ (2) my 
article is full of ‘misinterpreta- 
tions of the liberal position,”’ and

in an objective, factual world,”’ as, 
of course, the liberals do. 

Taking the third point first, 
nobody lives in a completely ‘‘ob- 
jective, factual world.’’ Whenever

of it, what he is in fact doing is 
applying a theory which was for- 
mulated prior to the observation. 
In the social sciences, the theories 
are provided by ideologies, How- 
ever, such theories are not veri- 
fiable, as they are in the physical 
sciences, by laboratory observa- 
tion. Whereas a scientist looks 
at a scientific with detached in- 
terest, he is always ready to 
modify or dump a theory when 
inconsistent with the facts. 
People, on the other hand, tend to 
become emotionally committed to 
political ideologies, and will “in 
terpret” all the facts to fit therein. 
Thus it is the nature of all ideo- 
logues, whether conservative, 
liberal, or whatever, to have their 
minds ‘‘made up’’ before confront- 
ing the ‘‘facts.’’ 
kt is also the nature of ideo- 
logues to consider their ideological 
theory as reality and to regard 
holders of other ideologies as 
refusing to ‘face realities."’ This 
is what | referred to in my com- 
mentary when | mentioned the 
“usual ideologue’s belief that his 
own ideological premises are seif- 
evident......"

Is the Goethe Mansion SSC’s white elephant?

The person who once said, 
“Never look a gift horse in the 
mouth,”’ apparently never dreamt 
of receiving a white elephant. 

The Random House Dictionary 
describes a white elephant 4s, 
‘‘a possession entailing great ex- 
pense out of proportion to its 
usefulness or value to owner. 
‘When he bought the mansion he 
didn’t know it was going to be 
such a white elephant.’ A pos- 
session unwanted by the owner but 
difficult to dispose of.’’ Sacra- 
mento State College has such a 
white elephant. 

Dr. Charles M. Goethe, the 
philanthropist who died in July, 
1966, bequeathed to SSC his 
home and adjoining properties. 
When the home was con- 
tructed in the 1920’s it was es- 


timated to have cost $500,000, 
But, as previously reported in the 
Hornet, the mansion has not had 
the necessary annual repairs since 
1947 and has come to a state 
of dilapidation. 

Eugene Morris, head of the SSC 
Foundation and a member of the 
Goethe Residence Committee, in- 
dicated in an interview that the 
home has presented many prob- 
lems, From the exterior, the man- 
sion looks to be in good repair, 
but the interior tells another story. 
Some rooms are in dire need of 
paint, and in some instances, 
plaster is falling from the walls. 
The home will have to be rewired 
and the plumbing needs a complete 
renovation. In fact, says Morris, 
we were just recently delivered a 
$200 bill for plumbing services 
rendered. 

This is not to say that the home 
doesn’t offer some good qualities, 
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The furnishings, those given to 
SSC in the will, are worth a great 
deal, and a library is of partic- 
ular importance. Dr, Goethe had a 
wide selection of books dealing 
with eugenics and genetics. 

Although Dr. Goethe set aside 
a fund totally $40,000 for pur- 
poses of renovating the mansion, 
it was estimated by architects 
that the complete restoration could 
cost as much as $70,000, This 
figure is misleading, continues 
Morris, because restoring a home 
to its former condition would not 
incorporate funds for the said 
purposes of the will. 

Dr. Goethe specified in his will 
that the home was to be remodeled 
for the purpose of having either a

children’s museum or recreation 
center, a library, or possibly a 
center for the aged established 
on the property. These restric- 
tions have presented the major 
problem. 

Dr, Goethe was evidently un- 
aware that the home is in an area 
which had been zoned as non-public 
assembly and for single occupancy 
dwellings only. Since the will is 
contrary to the zoning ordinances, 
the committee will have to decide 
if there is a possibility to have 
the ordinances changed by the city. 

To meet with the wishes of the 
will, if it were possible to have 
the property rezoned, the property 
would have to meet the building 
and safety codes of the city. Such 
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conduit wiring would have to be 
installed, all at considerable cost 
to the Foundation. 

Another consequence of the 
building’s location is that a free- 
way is now being constructed in 
the vicinity of the home and ul- 
timately, says Morris, ‘‘will cause 
th value of the overall neighbor- 
huvd to be lowered.”’ 

The fate of the Goethe man- 
sion will remain in limbo until 
the residence committe, which is 
composed of administrators, fac- 
alty and students, decides the most 
beneficial route to follow for SSC. 
The committee is expected to re- 
solve the problem by Dec. 1, 

It has been speculated that 
should no possibilities be in ac- 
cordance with the will, the man- 
sion and properties would be re- 
turned to the estate. Should this 
occur, it would then be up to some- 
one else to make of the property 
what Dr. Goethe asked, or the 
mansion would be sold and the 
profits divided among the bene- 
ficiaries. Since Dr. Goethe alioted 
his holding by percentages, SSC 
would then receive about 20 per- 
cent of the profits from the sale 
of the home, notes the Founda- 
tion lawyer. 

Dr. Goethe’s generosity cannot 
be overstated, He bequeathed the 
mansion to SSC in good faith, but 
he also contributed to the Founda- 
tion in other areas. He alloted 
monies over a period of years 
for study in biology, purchase of 
library books, an arboretum, to 
publish in book form his articles 
published in the Sacramento Bee 
on eugenics and genetics, for a 
biological survey of the Sacra- 
mento area, and other miscellan- 
eous and designated purposes.

Let’s check out the analogy 
and see if some of the confusion 
que existe horita within the move- 
ment can be cleared up, perque 
its messing up a lot of the car- 
nales and if we don’t get it to- 
gether, now va a llevar latristesa. 

How did the movement begin?

And suddenly it was alright to 
be Mexican, And then we began to 
hate the gava who had made us, 
at some point in our past, ashamed 
of being Mexicans.

head a new meaning—Chicanismo, 
y mi raza primero y & dale en 
la madre al wero! Once in a 
while some far-sighted speaker 
prematurely would sound a warning 
of the inherent dangers of national - 
ism y lo hacfamos boo right off 
the pinche stage. We were on 
a fine kick, man, and we couldn’t 
stop. New symbols for La Raza 
Nueva emerged; the demands be- 
gan, community control; los 
Berets, relevant education; trips to 
Delano, to Denver; special con- 
ferences, ethnic studies, nostalgic 


sulogies for pachuqu{smo; propos- 
als for ficta from the man; more 
conferences! And Corky, Chavez 
and Tijerina constituted the santis- 
ima trinidad de la Raza y el nuevo 
jesucristo cosmico was el buen 
carnal, Manuel Gomez—la revol- 
ucion had begun! We were Chi- 
canos and proud of our identity, 
our handshake attested to that, and 
the buttons. The snake was on 
the move. 

Then it all got old! Too much 
rapping and not enough action, 
decfamos. And we were in part, 
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correct. Pero we were overlook- 
fag many important things. One 
was the la causa-consciousness 
that those conferences had instilled 
im us y otra that the pressures 
generated en esos conferences 
were bringing about many positive 
changes, not only en las comuni- 
dades but also en education—prog- 
ress that the more conservative 
organizations like MAPA anti 
AMAE had not achieved in the same 
length of time. 

There had been, then, as a re- 
guilt of the rapping, a certain meas- 
ure of unity established entre la 
raza. And unity was a new thing 
for our people—la envidia y el 
chisme had subsided to some de-> 
gree y estavamos listos pa’ pe- 
garie! But there were a couple of 
things that impeded out efforts. 
inronically, eran cosas that we had 


wanted power in so that we could 
exert certain pressures and when 
we had these things we didn’t 
know how to deal with them, | am 
referring specifically to commun- 
ity action and education. We had 
become proficient at proposal 
writing and we begin receiving 
bread from Washington. And be- 
fore long, well-meaning but inex- 
perienced directors were bungling 
the feria-y la raza became suspi- 
cious and the vendido label was 
being attached to gente that were 
not actually vendidos-—+they just 
didn’t know how to play the cap- 
italist game and things began to 
deteriorate. 

In education—one of the areas 
where we had really been messed 
over by the anglo—we were now

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placing a different emphasis on. 
We pushed for programs io get 
the dropout back in school, A todo 
dar! Except that many of the drop- 
outs that we were getting back to 
college had been, in many in- 
stances, heavy movers inthe com- 
munity and in pulling them out 
we created a vacuum, And street 
dudes that knew what it was al! 
about in the barrios were now push- 
ing pencils. But that was alright, 
we thought, after all, wasn’t that lo 
que se necesitaba? Except that 
many of the instructors that were 
doing the teaching were still doling 
out anglo values. Also we were 
confronted with the fact that edu- 
cation exposes certain truths— 
truths, in our case, which we 
were not ready to accept. En los 
colegios we began to find out that 
many of the things we as chicas- 
patas cherished were suddenly be- 
ing effaced. Machismo, we found 
out was a negative concept—that 
tripped our rucas the hardest— 
Y La Bamba is of African Origin; 
mariachis we owe to the French; 
we learned that if Hidalgo had 
the rich parrish he request- 
ed from the queen, he would have 
never gotten mad enough to shout 
“El Grito’’! We found out that 
Madero practiced nepotism, y que 
la revolucion Mexicana had been a 
disma)] failure, considering the 
butchery perpetrated by the perros 
against Mexican students en la 
Plaza de las Tres Culturas. 

To add to the confusion, we be- 
gan to hear things being said and 
practiced by the people que en el 
pasado we had looked to for dir- 
ection. Macias y otros heavies 
de Berkeley y Sanfra were ex- 
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pounding the Third World Concept, 
and there was talk of Humanism 
and Socialism y quién sabe que 
tanto, and cultural nationalism now 
had race-ego-tripping overtones, 
And in an interview for the ‘‘New 
Yorker’ Ch&vez came down hard 
on the La Raza people, saying they 
were spouting racism. Tijerina y 
su gente were not Chicanos now, 
they were Indo-Hispanos! 

! Que desmandre mano! Small 
wonder we are confused. 

But confusion can be healthy. 
It forces one to clear the air. The 
thing is not to become overwhelmed 
by it. One thing we must under- 
stand de volada is that the present 
confusion was inevitable. The lull 
that permeates the movement as 
a result of the confusion is a very 
necessary thing, and more im- 
portantly, it is only temporary. 
ht is temporary and we are going 
to rise above it. Pero primero, 
it’s important that we understand 
why it was necessary and also what 
brought about the present stale- 
mate, 

The Chicano revolution, from 
its very inception, was a creative 
endeavor. And creativity cannot 
be stifled. It cannot remain ina 
state of immobility. Those who 
have gone beyond and are tran- 
scending nationalism represent the 
head of the snake. But let us 
not forget their beginnings. La 
Huelga’s Pian de Delano was a 
plea for unity. Once that was 
achieved—once the identity del 
campesino Chicano was under- 
stood, it was necessary to move 
on and to include all people that 
till the soil—sean, gringos, tintos, 
Filipinos or whatever. The same 
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for the Third World people. 
only when we, the body of 
the snake, understand what Macias 
and Chfvez are calling for, and 
hen we consider where they have 
been—y como les vamos a gritar 
‘*vendidos’’ a esos cuates, vale!— 
that we can begin to move creative- 
ly ourselves. Because there are 
people, como en Marysville, Grid- 
ley and Colusa and other outlying 
communities que apenas se em- 
piesan a movér, They are barely 
starting t shout Viva la Raza! 
Y Viva La Causa! They are the 
cascabel of the snake. And if 
we misinterpret the impatience of 
Macias and Ch4vez toward our nat- 
tionalism, let us not be ignorant of 
our own impatience con los pob- 
recitos tapados that are still in the 
barrios and the hinterlands barely 
groping with the identity problem.

We have to be 
careful during this lull that we 


don’t become disillusioned to the 


point where we relinquish our heri- 


tage to the system by listening to 


the Mexican-Americans who tell 


us that we must learn the gavas’ 


way if we are going to make it like 


the Gava, Rather, let the gava 


learn our ways so that we can 
make it together. 
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Times change. And people 
change with the times. In the 
beginning, we lashed out against all 
things that were. gava—except that 
the things that were gava are be- 
ing changed by their own youth, 
And if we study the role of the 
young radical white, we begin to 
see that interacting with him will 
not be like interacting with the 
gava we initially set out to get.
